Tokio, May 23—The Department of Communications! an¬ 
nounced to-day that more than 200 perrons wero believed to have 
been killed and several hundred had been injured kt an earth* 
quake and fire at Kinoeaki Springs, a famous resort visited by 
tourists. * 

It is not believed any foreigners were victims of the temblors 
and fire. , , 

The Maixure Naval Station (50 miles from Toyo-Oka) > pro. 
paring for relief of the earthquake survivors. The destroyer 
Eoka and the cruiser Kaauga have been ordered to the scene. 
(Toyo-Oks is situated on the west bsnk of the Toyo-Ok*-Gaw»). 
Troops from Fukuchiyama (37 miles from Toye-Oka) are re¬ 
ported entraining for the stricken town to maintain order there.

So if in the larger de¬ 
velopments of the great conflict the 
players who occupied the dominant 
positions in the early days were re¬ 
quired to £.’•«. way to ethers, it must 
not be forgotten that developments 
would have been very different if 
the morale of the British Expedi¬ 
tionary Force had not held during 
the first year. The late Earl of 
Ypres could ask for no better 
tnbuti than that he held the line 
when the holding of it seemed im¬ 
possible.
